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Upton voters reject proposal 
to buy building for town office 


By the closest of iiargins, 24-23, Upton 
voters at a special town meeting last 
Thursday night, rejected a proposal to 
purchase a building for a new town 
office. 

The building in question is the state 
forestry building, which has not been us- 
ed for the past two months, since the 
state consolidated forest districts and 
removed the last forest ranger, Brad 
Barrett, 

The Board of Selectmen had proposed, 
purchasing the building as.a town office, 
for $12,000, and had also proposed spend- 
ing an additional $1,500 to fix it up. 


The arguments against the proposal 
were that the town already had two 
municipal buildings: the town hall 
(where the. meeting was held) and the 
library, and didn’t need another, and that 
files and correspondence were fine where 


they were being kept, in various homes 
around town. 

Town officials also lost out in their bid 
to revise the shoreline zoning by increas- 
ing the land that would fall under the 
resource protection zone, By a vote of 
26-20, voters rejected the more stringent 
zoning, which would have increased the 
setback requirements, The opposition 
argued that the move was an attempt to 
keep newcomers from settling in Upton, 
and, in any case, was unneeded in such 
a small town. 

Also by a 26-20 vote, special town 
meeting elected Mike Bergeron, over 
Clayton Thompson, to fill the selectman’s 
seat being vacated by Earl Largesse, 
who resigned because he and his wife are 
moving to The Balsams, in New Hamp- 
shire, where she has taken a job. 

Steve Wight, of Newry, was moderator 
of the meeting. 


Closing dump cost 
Greenwood $12,400 


It cost the town of Greenwood $12,400 
to close the old town dump it was stated 
at a meeting of the Board of Selectmen 
on Tuesday evening of this week. 

The selectmen appointed John 
Gauthier of Newry to serve as Green- 
wood's plumbing inspector until the next 
annual meéeting of the town. 

In other business it was agreed that 
Town Clerk Phyllis Coolidge would send 
out letters to all non-residents who ap- 
plied for gun permits. Apparently the 
permits were issued in error. All non- 
residents who wish gun permits will have 
to apply to the state and the fee will be 
$100 for two years according by the state 
police.

Judge finds probable 


cause in stabbing case 


Judge John L, Batherson, in district 
court in South Paris yesterday, found 
probable cause to Hold Joseph Perham 
Jr. for a stabbing incident in West Paris 
earlier this month. He faces charges on 
two counts of attempted murder and one 
count of aggravated assault. A formal in- 
dictment cannot be lodged, however, un- 
til the county grand jury meets, in 
October, 

Testifying against the accused was one 
of his alleged victims, Beatrice Lang, 50, 
of Rte, 26, West Paris. ” 

Mrs. Lang, who was just released from 
Stephens Memorial Hospital last Thurs- 
day, walked into court with difficulty, 
having suffered stab wounds near her 
heart. She was wearing a pink blouse and 
white sweater and black slacks. In her 


nose were two tubes connected to an oxy- : : 


gen pack, which she carried inher hand. 


She wore dark sunglasses, which she said gE 


were to protect her eyes following an 
earlier operation for cataracts. 

As she walked to the stand, Mr. 
Perham, seated at the defense table, 
looked intently at her, but she simply. 
walked passed him. She looked at him 


squarely when Assistant District At- _ 


torney Tony Ferguson asked her if she 
saw her assailant in the ‘room. She 
pointed to Mr. Perham, who raised up in 
his seat to look at her. 

Mrs. Lang testified that Mr, Perham 
{whom she called Jodi) attacked her, a 
friend of hers and her youngest son as 
they were sitting around the kitchen 
table of her home sometime after mid- 
night on July 6, 

“We were just sitting in the kitchen 
when Jodi came in. I think he brought the 
wrench in with him. He asked who the 
wrench belonged to...and then he 
started hitting us over the head. When he 
hit Edwin (her son), I said, ‘Don’t hurt 
him, he’s just a kid.’...It was like a 
nightmare...I don’t know why he did 
it... All of a sudden, he reached over and 
hit me over the head with the 
wrench...He hit us all once.” 

Edwin Lang, 14, said, “We were just 
setting there talking, visiting.” Then, a 
few minutes after asking about the 
ownership of the wrench, Mr, Perham, 
who had been talking with the group

Safety Tip of the Week 

This week starts a series on child safe- 
ty tips for parents, grandparents, or 
other caregivers. Childproofing can 
seem.an endless task, especially with a 
very active toddler, One idea to help the 
adult is to get down on the level of the 
child and imagine being that child. 

The curious child is not trying to cause 
trouble, just learn about his/her environ- 
ment. The child hasn’t developed much 
of a conscience by two, so the adult has 
to take that role for the child. 

The following are just suggestions of 
items that can cause problems to the 
young child inside the house. The list is 
not final, just a suggestion. Keep these 
items away from the young child: small 
beads, pins, nails, or anything with a 
sharp point, breakable objects, especial- 
ly of value, balloons, unless supervised 
a young child can choke on a broken 
balloon, matches, any toxic items 
(poisoning will be discussed in more 
detail in a later column), unsteady things 
a child would like to climb on, and hot 
items that might burn a child such as the 
hot water from the faucet or the wood 
stove or cook stove.

BUSINESS. MANAGEMENT 
COURSE FOR SMALL FARMERS 

Beginning farmers will have the oppor- 
tunity to learn and sharpen management 
skills and planning beginning in 
November when a newly developed 
small business management course gets 
underway. 

“The course is designed to meet a need 
many small and part-time farmers have 
for improved business management and 
market analysis skills including record 
keeping, production and operating 
récord analysis, and merchandising,” 
says Chaitanya York of the Maine 
Department of Agriculture. “It will not 
replace the traditional agricultural col- 
lege curriculum, but will serve to 
highlight the most important areas of 
farm business management.” 

Designed primarily for farmers who 
have begun their operation in the last five 
years or are planning to do so and want 
to increase their profitability, the 12 to 
16 week non-credit course will be offered 
in the evening. An advanced course for 
more experienced farm operators is 
under discussion for the future. 

Several farm organizations in the 
state, including the Maine Small Farm 
Association, Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice, Farmers Home Administration, 
Finance Authority of Maine and Maine 
Department of Agriculture have spent a 
year developing the course for entrant, 
sinall, part-time and full-time farmers. 
It is being coordinated by David H. 
Boggs, a management consultant from 
Richmond, int connection with a planning 
committee from the sponsoring agencies 
and organizations. 

Potential locations for the course in- 
clude Augista, Brunswick, Bangor, 
Lewiston, and Portland from which two 
will be selected, depending on interest. 
Each class will bé limited to 35 par- 
ticipants and will be held for three hours 
on a convenient work tight. Possible 
starting times ate 6:00, 6:30 ard 7:00, 
The planning cotiitnittee is seeking input 
from potential participants including 
preferred times and locations.

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Having just re- 
turned from the 
front lines separat- 
ing the United 
States and Canada, 
I can report to you 
that our country is 
being invaded. 

While the Reagan Administration is 
focusing its attention on an invasion by 
communists from Nicaragua far south of 
our borders, the true invasion is across 
our undefended northern frontier, and 
the invasion route is through that historic 
waterway, Lake Champlain. 

My wife Mary and I chartered a 
sailboat for a week on the lake and found, 
to our surprise, that we were about the 
only Americans on that great body of 
water, stretching 120 miles north and 
south through the Adirondacks. Our 
yachting ensign, with its stars and 
stripes, stood out among the sea of Cana- 
dian and Quebec flags like a Yankee fan 
at Fenway Park, 

A boat dealer in the town of Mailetts 
Bay, on the Vermont.side of the lake, told 
us there are about 5,000 boats on the lake 
and about 3,000 are French Canadian. 
From personal experience, I would say 
about 4,999 are French Canadian. 

You'll recall that the French control- 


. led Lake Champlain—named after the 


French sea captain who originally 
charted it in 1609—until the French and 
Indian War, when the British (with their 
American colonial and Indian allies) 
secured it for the Anglo-Americans, The 
great French fort at what is now Fort 
Ticonderoga, was abandoned by General 
Montcalm, who later lost his life at the 
battle of Quebec City. 

During the American Revolution, the 
revolutionaries fought the British all up 
and down the lake, even trying to capture 
Quebec City for the young republic. The 
attempt failed, but the lake remained in 
American hands after the war. 

During the War of 1812, British and 
American guns were again turned 
against one another, but again the lake 
remained part of the U.S.—dividing the 
country from Canada. 

Why then this new invasion after so 
many years of peace? A Montrealer, just 
finishing up a one-week vacation in his 
35-foot C&C sloop, said Lake Champlain 
offers the best cruising waters within 
reasonable driving distance from Mon- 
treal. Most harbors on the lake are less 
than two hours from the big city to the 
north, which has a population of two 
million looking for summer recreation. 

The Montrealers not only populate the 
lake with boats bearing French names, 
but the boats themselves are French 
designs, manufactured in France. 

A disgruntled Vermont boat dealer ex- 
plained that these boats come directly 
from France to the U.S., without paying 
U.S. customs duties. This is the way it 
works: A Canadian dealer will arrange 
for purchase of the French-built yacht for 
his client, with delivery in the U.S.— 
usually in Baltimore. Since the client is 
not resident in the U.S., the boat can be 
imported for temporary use in this coun- 
try, duty-free. 

The Montreal yachtsman then moors 
his boat in one of the numerous Lake 
Champlain marinas for the season, When 
the season is over, he sails it up the 
Richelieu River into Quebec, where he 
puts it in a bonded warehouse, thus 
avoiding paying Canadian import taxes, 
When the next season starts, the owner 
takes it out of bond and again, temporari- 
ly, moors it in the U.S. 

Sailing on whats essentially a French 
Canadian enclave means adjusting to 
Gallic customs. Whereas an American 
boater is likely to flip the top on a can of 
beer at the end of a day’s sail, the French 
Canadian yachtsman is more likely to 
uncork a bottle of red wine and fill up the 
plasses of the crew sitting in the boat's 
cockpit. 


And, of course, fashions are, 
sometimes embarrassingly, different. 
Swimsuits for men and women are skim- 
pier among the French Canadian vaca- 
tioners. Often they’re non-existent. It 
would take longer thar a week (for me, 
anyway) to develop sufficient savoir 
faire to feel comfortable passing another 
boat and waving to the skipper and his 
wife, who is waving without being en- 
cumbered by a stitch of clothing. Even 
in fairly ecowded anchorages, the sight 
of nudity in a neighboring boat is not 
tunustial. And, if yot’re a French Cana- 
diati, most likely unremarkable. 


'mnot a political scientist, but I think 


. the obvious political effects of this Gallic 


infusion are worth considering. Take, for 
exaniple, thé fact that the city of Burl- 
ington, Vt., a bustliiig harbor right on the 
lake, has the only socialist government 
in all of New England. France, of course, 
also has a socialist government. Should 
the French elect a comifftinist govern- 
merit, might we also éxpect a commiunist 
goverriment in some Lake Champlain 
commiinity? The Reagan administration 
might do well to porider this. 

I've always énjoyed sailing as both 
sport and recreation, because it demands 
total concentration to keep track of 
where you are and to keep thé boat go- 
ing where you want it to. This total con- 
centration is 4 good way to clear the head 
of nornial coriceriis; such as: will there 
be efiough ads in the papei' to pay the 
costs of the week's bills?, will the photos 
we took corié out well?, do we have all 
the news of the week, and will there be 
roont for all of it in the number of pages 
we have allotted?, will the equipment 
keep functioning?, wher will theré be 
time to paint the house or put in wood for 
next winter? All are ifmportant questions 
int the real world, but not one crossed my 
thind after we cast off our lines and 
poirited our bow out of thé bay and into 
the lake, 

The only tire I thought about work 
was when we stopped in the port of 
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LOCAL SUNFISH SAILORS, about a dozen of them, were out on North Pond Jast Sunday for their weekly regatta, 
They will be racing again this Sunday, beginning af 1 p.m. 


ARSENAULT COMPLETES 
NASA HONORS WORKSHOP AT 
GODDARD CENTER 

Lawrence A, Arsenault, a K-12 science 
coordinator and teacher from SAD #44 
(Andover, Bethel, Greenwood, Newry 
and Woodstock) has recently completed 
an honors workshop at the NASA God- 
dard Space Flight Center in Greenbelt, 
Md.

AREA HOUSEHOLDERS MAY BE 
ELIGIBLE FOR PHONE SUBSIDY 

Maine Department of Human Services 
Commissioner Michael Petit has an- 
nounced that low income householders in 
Bethel, Andover, Milton, Stoneham, 
Lovell, and parts of Newry and Upton 
may be eligible for a low cost telephone 
installation or restored service charges. 
Individuals living in areas where Con- 
tinental Telephone of Maine service is 
available are being notified of their possi- 
ble eligibility by the department, Petit 
said, 

As it has with New England Telephone 
Company, the department administers 
the low cost fee system under authority 
of the Maine Public Utilities 
Commission. 

The notice, mailed in the July food 
stamps packets, states: “If you are hav- 
ing a telephone installed or telephone ser- 
vice restored or reconnected, you may be 
eligible for a credit on the charges 
involved.”

As I seeit.... 


Mahlon F. Bradbury of Brunswick is 
employed at Bath Iron works in the out- 
fitting department. Part of his job in- 
volves processing supply orders from the 
government, 

Nearly 50,000 people work for the Pen- 
tagon on procurement matters. 

What does Mahlon F, Bradbury have 
that the 50,000 people in the Pertagon 
sometimes seem not to? 

Common sense. 

Here's what happened, Mahlon was 
processing the papertvork for the order 
ofa spare part, in this case a small clamp 
used to secure hoses and tubing to jet 
engines. Approximate retail value: $5.00. 

The cost to the Pentagon for this par- 
ticular clamp? $625.00 -- a small mark- 
up of 12,400 percent. 

Mahlon wrote me about this abuse, 
which he called “one of the worse I’ve 
ever seen.” I brought the matter tu the 
attention of the Pentagon, and received 
a red-faced explanation acknowledginy 
that that an error had, in fact, been made 
and that the New Jersey firm which 
manufactures the part will provide it free 
of charge to BIW to, in the Pentagon's 
words, “maintain the firm's reputation 
as a reliable government supplier.” 

Right. 

Obviously, it is very good news that, 
thanks to Mahlon’s diligent efforts and 
honesty, a substantial amount of money 
has been saved. But this episode raises 
more questions than it answers, How can 
such a flagrant abuse take place? Who 
is responsible? And how can we prevent 
this from happening: again? 

Let's look at the scope of the problemi. 
Last year, the government spent more 
than $170 bien on goods and services 
from the private sector, ranging from: 
sophisticated weapons to paper clips. 
Purchasés by the Defense Department 
account for 80 percent of the sovern- 
ment's procurement budget. 

As the country has become more 
budget-conscious in the past few years, 
stories about Pentagon “horror stories” 
have been widely circulated. Mahion 
Bradbury's $625 clamp is only the latest 
example of truly flabby Pentagon 
spending practices; others made public 
in recent months include: 

«a $1 machine screw purchased for 

$36.77 

«a $6 toilet seat purchased for $640 

* a i7-cent light bulb purchased for $4 

«a $17 claw hammer purchased for 

$435 

And so oft and on. In a procurement 
systern which lists 3.4 million parts in its 
computerized catalogs and receives over 
30 million orders each year, the atnount 
of money lost by this bizarre, “never- 
never land” approach is shocking, 

In addition to the waste of money, I 
believe these sorts of abuses get the at- 
tention of citizens as few other issues can. 
A businessman or housewife may not be 
well-versed in spohisticated weapons 
technology, but he or she can tell you that 
a prudent person doesn’t spend hundreds 
of even thousands of dollars for items 
which could be bought at a local hard- 
ware store for a few dollars. This sort of 
frustration threatens to erode the public 
consensus for strengthening our national 
defense. 

Changing such an entrenched, cumber- 
some system will not be easy. One 
change which is now the law of the land 
will help; requiring that government con- 
tracts be coripetitively bid, @ reforty 
estimated to save $2 billion per year, 
Other reforms designed to attack the 
problem will be vigorously pursued by 
Congress. 

But the task is difficult. As one high: 
ranking Peritagon official told the New 
York Times, “Everyone is making a buck 


NATIONAL FOREST CLOSED 
TO CAMPFIRES 

The White Mountain National Forest 
has been closed to all open campfires ex- 
cept those located in permanent fire 
places in developed campgrounds. 

Yorest Supervisor, Mike Hathaway, 
announced the middle of last week that, 
due to extremely dry conditions, no open 
campfires will be allowed until further 
notice. This order covers the entire 
752,000-aere national forest in New 
Hampshire and Maine. It does not in- 
clude other land outside of the boun- 
daries of the national forest, 

Backpackers are encouraged to use 
as cooking stoves. Forest service per- 
sonnel will be contacting visitors to the 
national furest ta remind them of the fire 
hazard. 

“We are ina moderate drought, "stated 
Supervisor Hathaway, “and will need 242 
te dio inches of rain to bring us back to 
normal soil moisture.” He indicated that 
the forest had had seven small fires prior 
to the announcement of closing. The fires 
are difficult to put out because they burn 
so deeply into the dry ground, 

Measurements show that fuel such as 
fallen trees are extremely dry and could 
cause severe wildfire problems. Fire 
detection flights are made regularly over 
the national forest and adjacent private 
und state lands to detect “smoke.” 

“We are couperating and closely with 
forestry agencies in the states of Maine 
and New Hampshire to ensure that any 
wildfire outbreaks are detected and ex- 
tinguished quickly,” Hathaway said. 

A fire perrmt is required for open fires 
on state and private lands. Although 
ather parts of New harmmpshire and Maine 
havereceived more rainfall, fire danger 
remains lugh. Residents and visitors to 
both states are urged to use extreme ¢ali- 
tion with fire,

earlier in the evening and had come in 
while they were in the kitchen, began hit- 
ting each in turn: first Mrs, Lang, then 
John Mailloux, 28, (a friend who had been 
staying at the house), and then Edwin 
himself, 

After watching the assaults with the 
wrench, Edwin asked the assailant why 
he.was doing it, “He said he was sick of 
it...sick of everybody,” Edwin Lang 
testified, 

After being struck with the wrench, he 
tried to get up and get help from another 
boarder living in a bus in the yard. But 
he was grabbed by the assailant, who 
took a 4-inch hunting knife from a sheath 
on Edwin's right forearm, Edwin said he 
wore the knife for protection, 

In the meanwhile, Mrs, Lang had gone 
into the livingroom to wake two women 
and the two children of one of the 
women—all of whom were sleeping there 
for the night. 

As she woke the others, she saw her 
assailant coming into the living room. "I 
said, ‘Oh, God, here he comes,’ 

“He put his arm around me and drove 
a knife into my chest. I didn’t even know 
it was a knife. It felt as if he hit me in the 
chest. I said, ‘My God, you've stabbed 
me,’” 

Following the unprovoked attack, the 

assailant walked calmly away, Mrs. 
Lang testified. County police officers ar- 
rested Mr. Perham in the woods back of 
the house after they arrived at the scene. 
They did not find the knife until three 
days afterwards, partially hidden. behind 
a speaker on the porch, Sgt. Jim Miclon 
testified. 

The police were called by Mrs. Lang 
a few minutes after she was. stabbed. 
First she went upstairs to get her gun but 
then decided she was too weak to use it 
and went back downstairs to call the 
police. However, the assailant had pull- 
ed out the phone plug. 

She had her son plug the phone back 
in and she then called the operator ask- 
ing for police and ambulances. While 
coming downstairs, she had seén Mr, 
Mailloux, who is blind, going upstairs. He 
had been stabbed while still in the kit- 
chen, he told her, when he told Mr. 
Perham to leave them alone. 

She further testified that Mr. Perham 
set her kitchen curtains afire and she 
doused the flames with water from the 
sink before going outside to await the am- 
bulance, She and the others were taken 

to Stephens Memorial Hospital, and her 
condition was listed as serious. 

Mrs. Lang said Mr, Perham wasa fre- 
quent visitor at her house and she had no 
intimation of the attack. He had even liy- 
ed at her house off and on and was 
friends with one of her two other sons, “I 
treated him just like one of my sons," she 
said. 

She testified that Mr. Perham said 
nothing while attacking her, her.son, and 
Mr, Mailloux. “The only thing I heard 
him say at all was, ‘Who does this wrench 
belong to?’” 

On cross examination, the court- 
appointed defense attorney, Craig 
Turner, of Norway, went over. the se- 
quence of events with the two victims, 
and'also asked Mrs. Lang if there had 
been any drinking going on in the house 
or any taking of drugs. To both questions 
she responded, “Not to my knowledge.” 

Two deputies, Jonathan Tibbetts and 
Jim Miclon, also testified for the prosecu- 
tion, Sgt. Miclon. pointing out that they 
had a written statement from Mr. 
Perham admitting his guilt. 

Victim Mailloux did not testify, having 
returned to his native Connecticut, 

Mr. Perham, 30, seemed to pay atten- 
tion to the proceedings, but did not ap- 
pear to say anything to his attorney, He 
leaned over towards his attorney as the 
latter was looking at police photos taken 
inside the Lang residence. 

Mr. Perham was neatly dressed in fad- 
ed jeans, short-sleeve brown and blue 
plaid shirt and leather shoes. He was 
handcuffed when he entered the court: 
room, but the cuffs were removed as he 
was seated.. 

Defense attorney Turner, in summa- 
tion, argued that the charge of attemp- 
ted murder connécted with the assault of 
Mr. Mailloux should be reduced to a 
charge of assatilt because no witnesses 
had testified to the seriousness of his 
wounds. But the judge rejected that 
argument and found probable cause for 
both charges of attempted murder, in- 
volving Mrs. Lang and Mr. Mailloux, 
plus the charge of aggravated assault in- 
volving Edwin Lang. a 

After announcing his finding, Judge 
Batherson set bail at $250,000, with two

SKYWATCH 


Star Planets 

The king of the planets and the ringed 
world are the highlights of these summer 
evenings. Jupiter, the largest of the Sun’s 
family and 1,300 times as voluminous as 
our own planet, Earth, is moving into the 
evening sky this month so that it can be 
found in the Southern sky glowing bright- 
ly before midnight. The other Jovian 
giant, Saturn, is the golden evening star 
that shines in the South-western sky 
earlier in the evening as darkness first 
falls after the twilight. Take advantage 
of its placement in August. Saturn is the 
slowest mover of the five naked-eye 
planets and it will be washed out in the 
daylight as Earth moves around to the 
other side of the Sun. 

Obliterating planets with bright light 
is one of the things that stars do best. In 
the case of Saturn, we are relatively 
close to the planet but Earth’s thick, dust- 
laden atmosphere is such a good diffuser 
of sunlight, (especially the blue hues of 
sunlight,) that it brightens and over- 
powers the dim light of stars and planets 
so clearly visible at night. The brightness 
of the stars becomes an even greater 
problem for astronomers searching our 
galaxy for new planets, 

Difficult though it may be, the search 
for extrasolar planets, (outside the Solar 
System,) is a compelling task because we 
are searching for an understanding in the 
origin of our Earth, even as we search 
for a planet which, like our own, harbors 
intelligent life, Astronomers cleared a 
milestone in this quest last October when 
the first extrasolar planet was imaged 
through a telescope. It was a thrilling 
achievement. 

The planet, Van Biesbreeck 8B 2, or- 
bits a dim star that is visible from the 
southern hemisphere. Unable to “see” ob- 
jects as small as Earth across such great 
distances, the astronomers who were 

«working at Stewart Observatory at the 
University of Arizona telescopically cap- 
tured.an object very much like Jupiter 
or Saturn, 

These planets are actually huge 
masses of the lightest elements, 
hydrogen and helium, held together by 
gravity in a nearly spherical form. 
Unusual as they are, these planets have 
strange properties that we don’t think of 
as planetary. Jupiter has a cloudy at- 
mosphere of gases approximately 60 
miles thick and, below that, on ocean of 
liquid oxygen. The light gas, hydrogen, 
can only become a liquid under intense 
pressure and that same pressure creates 
extra heat energy that Jupiter radiates 
into space. 

Like Jupiter, VB 8B 2 is a gas giant that

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creates heat energy that can he “seen ” 
by infrared telescopes. More massive 
than Jupiter, VB 8B 2 also radiates heat 
energy into space and of all known ob- 
jects in the Universe, it resembles a 
brown dwarf star more than anything 
else. These Gas Giants are would-be 
stars that never acquired enough mass 
to bring their internal temperatures up 
to the level where fusion could start to 
create gas energy. So the question is, 
“Have we discovered another planet?” 
Yes...and no. 

On the one hand, a brown dwarf is a 
classification of stars. On the other hand, 
this body is a relatively smali non- 
luminous object orbiting a star. It cer- 
tainly falls into the same family as 
Jupiter and Saturn, so if we are comfor- 
table with the identity, we can call VB 
8B 2 a planet, too. 

There are, however, several things 
that VB 6B is not. It is not the 10th planct. 
It is nowhere near our Solar System. it 
is not inhabited. Intelligent life in a 
brown dwarf is a hyper-bizarre concept 
at best. It is not a good site for a sum- 
mer resort. 

Hopefully, it is not alone in space. 
Technological advances in astronomy 
will open new, more powerful eyes to the 
sky and we.soon may discover ofher 
planets near VB 8B 2, Perhaps we will 
be able to image Earth-sized objects 
nearer to their suns, Perhaps, we will 
discover planets that might be habitable, 
Perhaps, this will be possible with the 
Hubble Space Telescope that is to be 
launched on board Space Shuttle and 
placed in Earth orbit next August. With 
its ability to see objects seven times 
fainter than our best Earth bound 
telescopes, Hubble will open new win- 
dows all over the heavens. 

In the meantime, we have time to com- 
pose our first greeting to those other in- 
telligent life forms. What will you say? 
Late August Nights 

Once again, we are brought into that 
part of Earth’s orbit where debris from 
evaporating comets is strewn through 
space. To us Earthlings, the dust par- 
ticles become bright streaks pf light in 
the sky, meteors that are also known as 
“falling stars.” In order to capture your 
quota of meteors, stay up later than 
usual. The best viewing is after mdnight 
because the night side of Earth faces the 
same direction that it travels in its orbit. 
Like the front of a truck, Earth’s 
nightside plows through space collecting 
dust and debris like bugs on our 
windshield. 

The height of activity will occur in the 
first half of August with the peak of the 
Perseid group, and the Moon will 
cooperate by rising late in mid-August.

The licking of Eternity. 

I saw and heard, and knew at last 

The How and Why of all things, past, 

And present, and forevermore. 

The Universe, cleft to the core, 

Lay open to my probing sense. ; 

“Renascence” or “Renaissance,” as it 
is also spelled, means “rebirtis.” It often 
refers to cultural as well as spiritual 
rebirth, the kind of change brought about 
ina community by the cultural influence 
of organizations like historical societies. 
Let us hope for a “Renaissance” in our 
own towns, and may we be a part of it,

teresting small scale logging systems 
and equipment, along with forestry pro- 


grams, will be shown. Joining with - 
SWOAM as co-sponsors of the field day 


are the Oxford County Extension and 
Boise Cascade Paper Company. 

Asmaill scale skidder manufactured in 
West Germany by Holder and distributed 
by Hews Co., South Portland, will be 
demonstrated under logging conditions 
by Walter Soule of Hews and Philip 
Webster of Barrett Equipment, Hooksett, 
N.H. It is an articulated 64 hp tur- 
bocharged, 12 speed machine, with four 
wheel drive, Its narrow width and com- 
pactness make it an excellent machine 
for thinning, while its agility amd stabili- 
ty on rough terrain offer many advan- 
tages over larger machines. Seyeral op- 
tional attachments. wili also be 
demonstrated. 

A multi-purpose small scale scale log- 
ging system, developed by agricultural 
engineers at UMO, will be set up. to 
demonstrate simple yarding by winch as 
well as a high lead cable logging system. 
This unit is mounted on its own trailer, 
is designed to be pulled by a pickup 
truck, and incorporates an 18’ tower and 
hydraulically controlled winches. Ap- 
proximately two acres can be logged 
from-one setting, working back 100’ from 
either side of 2.500‘ skyline. The entire 
system can be set up by two men in about 
a half hour, runs from a 12 hp engine, can 
easily yard two to three cords per hour 
and could be home built by handy do-it- 
yourselfers. John Riley from UMO will 
lead the demonstration, 

A home made skidder, made from 
salvaged parts, will be demonstrated by 
its inventor, Wesley Adams of Canton. 
Wesley has made several units of dif- 
ferent sizes, but this unit is aimed at the 
small woodlot owner. He uses readily 
available parts, such as the transmission 
and transfer caes from a four cylinder 
Scout and two rear-ends from.two wheel 
drive trucks. The skidder is articulated, 
compact and inexpensive. Those who 
have seen it say his mini-skidder is ideal 
for the small woodland owner desiring to 
thin his own lot, or operate on a small 
scale. Wesley claims ifs small size does 
less damage to the forest floor. 

Five different forestry topics will be 
presented at separate locations on the 
woodlot. Well qualified leaders will be in 
charge of each presentation. 

Fred Holt will cover the subject of 
Sprout Control with the use of several 
méthods, including herbicides, stump 
and frill treatments, and a bush saw. 

Timberstand Improvement (TSI) will 
be covered by Terry Walters, Terry will 
be demonstrating thinning, weeding, and 
pruning, 

Dendrology and specie identification 
will be discussed and shown by Abbott 
Ladd to help folks identify the trees they 
have, 

Merle Ring will show development of 
a woodlot management plan. He will 
cover the setting of objectives, overall 
planning, surveying and measurement 
and the management plan itself. 

Bill Newcomb will delve into the topic 
of Site Utilization and Marketing. He will 
discuss such subjects as sité manipula- 
tion, managing for specific species for 
select markets and soil testing.
